Schools face 22% 
drop in enrollment 


Enrollment in High School Dist. 214 


' is expected to drop 22 per cent within 


eight years and school officials are 
considering closing one and possibly 
two schools because of the declining 
enrollment. 


There will be 4,363 fewer students in 


Dist. 214's eight high schools by the 
1983-84 school year, according to a re- 
port Monday night by school adminis- 
trators. 


"We can't wait too long to make de- 


cisions because those decisions will 
affect procedures and strategies that 
' we will employ seven or eight years 


from now," Supt. Edward Gilbert told 
board members in a committee-of-the- 
whole meeting Monday. 


THE BOARD is now weighing two 


main options. It must first consider 
whether it will maintain all eight 
schools. If it chooses this option it 
must analyze the cost of maintaining 
the schools at below maximum enroll- 
ment, and consider changes in bound- 
aries that would balance the enroll- 
ment in each school's attendance 
area. 


If the-board-decided It must close 


one or' two schools it must decide 
which schools to close, when they 
would close, what changes in bound- 
aries would be necessary, and estab- 
lish a method for phasing out use of 
the buildings. 


Monday the board directed the ad- 


ministration to prepare more detailed 
financial and enrollment data and es- 
tablish criteria to use in deciding 
which school may be closed. Gilbert 
said he would report back to the 
board at its meeting next Monday 
when the board will set a date for the 
second committee-of-the-whole meet- 
ing.

"I don't see any possibility other 


than closing at least one school," said 
board member Jack Mathews Mon- 
day. Board member John Costello 
agreed. "We're not going to be keep- 
ing all schools open. I would think you 
are'headed to closing at least one and 
perhaps two," he said. 


"I REALLY .DON'T see how we 


could address ourselves to closing two 
schools," said board member Donald 
Hoeck, but he added "for the life of 
me I don't see how we can stay with 
eight."

Ford proposes larger tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford asked Congress Monday night to 
extend and broaden this year's tax re- 
ductions to glvo tho average middle- 
class American family a further tax 
cut of more than $200 next year. 


But tho President Insisted that ac- 


companying such a tax cut must be • 
sharp reductions In federal spending. 
If ha gets the tax cut without the 
spending celling, Treasury Sec. Wil- 
liam E. Simon said, Ford will veto the 
tax reduction. 
' 


One of the changes Ford proposed 


would increase the personal ex- 
emption to $1,000 for taxpayers and 
their dependents. The exemption now 
is $780 and had been $650 until 1969. 


Over-nil, Ford said, the tax cut he 


was proposing would reduce taxes by 
$28 billion when compared to what 
was paid lost year. Simon said the re- 
duction would amount to $11 billion — 
$8 billion for individuals and1 $3 billion 
for business. 


FORD SAID his proposals would help 


stabilize the economy. Simon said it 
would "help sustain the current eco- 


nomic advance" which "is well under 
way." He brushed, aside the sugges- 
tion that the tax cuts were designed to 
prevent economic fallbacks in a presi- 
dential election year. 


In a radio and television address 


which two of the three commercial 
television networks declined to carry 
live, Ford said he wanted not only to 
give Americans more spendable in- 
come but to curtail the "alarming 
growth" in government outlays, which, 
he said would drive the federal budget 
in tho fiscal year which starts Oct. 1, 
1076, to $420 billion. 


Ford said he would insist Congress' 


cut $28 billion from that total as his 
condition for accepting a tax cut. 
, 


But Congress may hot give him 


such an easy choice. It could pass the 
tax cut bill before taking up a spend- 
ing celling, forcing' him te>act on the 
tax cut without .knowing whether-the' 
spending cuts will follow. 


REP. AL ULLMAN, D-Ore., chair; 


man bf the tax-writing House Ways 
and Means Committee, called Ford's • 
proposal to tie tax cuts and spending 


limits together a "mirage." 


"There is no way we can enact a 


tax based on a spending ceiling," Ul- 
man said. "He's offering.something 
that really is a mirage, because he 
has not proposed any specific cuts... 
There is no way you can cut a budget 
by $28 billion without severe dis- 


locations in the economy." 


"We must recognize that .cutting 


taxes is only half the answer," Ford 
said. "If we cut only taxes, but do not 
cut' the growth of government spend- 
ing, budget deficits will continue to 
climb, the federal'government will

Village rejects financing 
for proposed Bears stadium 


The Arlington Heights Village 


Board rejected Monday night munici- 
pal financing of a new Chicago Bears 
stadium. 


But Bears and Madison Square Gar- 


den Corp. officials expressed hope 
public funding of a stadium at Arling- 
ton Park Race Track.might be re- 
considered when the municipal bond 
market improves. 


George Halas Jr., president of the 


Chicago Bears, said he reluctantly 
agreed with the village's financial 
consultants that the $32 million sta- 
dium project is not financially'fea- 
sible today. 


"A KEY WORD is postpone," Halas 


said. "The Bears need a stadium — 
we want to have a stadium. If the sta- 
dium is built in Arlington Heights, we 
would like to play our games here." 


"It didn't happen this time. Possi- 


bly it will in the future. I think we 
were fairly treated (by the village). I 
hope there will be a time when we 
can come back and resurrect this 
thing." 


The president of Madison Smaare 


Garden, Alan Cohen, said Arlington 
Park race track is the biggest tax- 
payer in Arlington Heights, and as 
such, the Garden, which owns the race 
track, is. not interested in creating 
financial liabilities for the village. 


"I am hopeful that if interest rates 


decline before the Bears have1 a sta- 
dium we will have an opportunity to 
come back and secure some tax-ex- 
empt (municipal) financing with your 
help," Cohen said. 


JOHN PHILKIN, vice- president' of 


Smith, Barney Inc., Chicago, one of 
two financial consultants retained by 
the village to study the stadium's 
feasibility, told the village board two 
reasons explained today's record high 
interest rates that make the stadium 
project impossible. 


He cited the $70 billion to $80 billion 


cost of financing the federal debt this 
year and the threatened bankruptcy 
of New York City as having created a 
bond market in which "delay is the 
only prudent course of action." 


In, response to board questions, 


Philkin said it was "reasonable" to 
assume stadium- bonds could not be 
sold in today's market without a guar- 
antee of all or part of the village's 
non-property tax revenues. 


He did not detail any of the financ- 


ing plans discussed uith Madison 
Square Garden and the Bears in 
closed-door negotiations over the past 
several months except to say numer- 
ous proposals were explored. 


Based on the consultant's report,' 


the board voted unanimously to reject 
public financing for the stadium and 
terminate its agreement with its fi- 
nancial advisers. Madison Square 
Garden's ongoing petition for approval 
of a special land use for its stadium 
at the racetrack will be taken up at 
the next board meeting.

gust," Dixon said, "although he'd 
rather have you believe that he 
walked away from the party."

Increase tax cuts, reduce 
spending, Ford proposes

continue to barrow too much money 
from the private sector, we will have 
more inflation, and ultimately we_will 
have more unemployment. Substantial 
cuts in your taxes must be tied to sub- 
stantial cuts in the growth of govern- 
ment spending." 


Specifically, these were Ford's pro- 


posals as they would affect individu- 
als: 


• Increase the personal exemption 


from $750 to $1,000 for the .taxpayer 
and each dependent. However, this re- 
places a $30 per taxpayer credit 
passed in March and in effect only for 
this year. 


• Replace the standard deduction, 


now 16 per cent of total income for 
those who do not itemize their deduc- 
tions, with a flat reduction of $1,800 
for single persons and $2,500 for, mar- 
ried couples. The maximum deduction 
is now more than that — $2,300 for 
single persons and $2,600 for couples. 


• Reduce tax rates for those with' 


taxable income of $10,000 or less, but 
increase rates for the wealthier. Tax- 
able income is the amount subject to 
taxation after all deductions and ex- 
emptions are taken. 


According to the Treasury, the ef- 


fect would bo that most taxpayers 


would pay less taxes on 1976 earnings 
than they will be required to pay on 
this year's earnings. In dollars, the 
amount of the reduction would be 
larger for wealthy taxpayers than 
those who are poorer. But on a per- 
centage basis, the change benefits 
those at the bottom most. ' 


The Treasury said a-family of four 


which takes the standard deduction 
and has a taxable income of $7,000 
would realize a tax saving of $126 in 
1976 over what it will have to pay on 


> this year's earnings. 


For the famly with a taxable in- 


come of $10,000 the reduction next 
year would be $224. At $15,000 it would 
amount to $287; at 20,000 it would be 
$310; at $25,000 it would be $330; at 
$40,000 it would be $330; and at $50,000 
it would reach $390. 


Ford also proposed substantial tax 


reductions for business. He proposed 
making permanent this year's cut in 
corporate income taxea on a firm's 
first $50,000 of profit and reducing the 
maximum corporate tax rate from 48 
to 46 per cent. 
. Ford also proposed making per- 
manent this year's increase in the in- 
vestment tax credit from 7 per cent to 
10 per cent. Uing the credit, a 
firm could deduct from its taxes'10 


. per cent of what it spends on new 


equipment or construction. Ford also 
called for additional tax .breaks for 
electric utilities. 


Business needs additional capital 


for investment and these cuts, Ford 
said, "are specifically designed to in- 
crease employment." 


In explaining his demand for a limit 


on anticipated federal spending, Ford 
said it was growing at a "hor- 
rendous" rate because of programs 
enacted years ago. 


He compared the problem to "a 


freight train . . . roaring down upon 
us" and said, "if we don't slow it 
down, federal spending next year 
could easily jump to more than $420 
billion without a single new federal 
program." 


Last March 31, when he signed this 


year's temporary tax cut into law, 
Ford said' he wanted accompanhing 
economies. He said he was "drawing 
the line" at the federal deficit at $600 
billion. 


But Budget Director James T. Lynn 


told reporters in advance of Ford's 
speech that the $60 billion goal had to 
be abandoned — especially in view of 
the reduction in revenues resulting 
from the extension of tax cuts. He 
said the deficit would range from a 
low of "in the middle 60's" to "about 
$70 billion." 


Tree Patty' gunman surrenders in N.Y. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - A gunman 


who bungled a bank 'robbery was ar- 
rested Monday night by police, who 
rushed him from behind and freed the 
last of 10 hostages, In Manhattan's 
Greenwich Village.

"I'm not coming out. I'm waiting to

There's 
no way .I'm going to go. I'd rather be 
dead than sit in jail.

F. Lee Bailey in full 
control of Patty's case 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Attor- 


ney F. Lee Bailey took complete 
charge of Patty Hearst's defense 
Monday and San Francisco attorney 
Terence "Kayo" Hallinan withdrew 
from the case. 


Hallinan; who has been associated 


with left-whig causes^since his student 
days, was chief spokesman tor the de- 
fense team until Bailey took over last 
week. 


He declined to discuss his reasons 


for dropping out, but said in a federal 
court affidavit that he had only taken 
over the case "on an emergency 
basis" and was no longer needed, 


"It was his choice," said Albert 


Johnson, a member of Bailey's law 
firm, who annnounced the withdrawal 
at a news conference. He said Halli- 
nan's father, 78-year-old Vincent Hal- 


linan, would act as a consultant to the 
defense — a downgrading of his role. 


At his news conference, Johnson 


also denied a New York Post report 
that Miss Hearst had agreed to turn 
state's evidence against her Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army companions. 
The Justice Department' issued sim- 
ilar denials. 


The Post said the 21-year-old news- 


paper heiress confessed to a number 
of crimes and agreed to testify 
against William and Emily Harris af- 
ter her lawyers assured her she would 
either be granted immunity from 
prosecution or receive special sen- 
tencing consideration. 


The newspaper said the confessions 


came during talks with'court-appoint- 
ed psychiatrists last week. It quoted 
sources familiar with the interviews. 


RFK 'second gun' theory dispelled 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - A panel of 


seven independent experts reported 
unanimously Monday there was no 
.evidence to substantiate a belief that 
a second gun was fired in the assassi- 
nation of Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. 


Superior Court Judge Robert A. 


Wenke read a "final joint report" of 
the ballistics experts who had retired 
the gun wrested from Slrhan B. Sir- 
ban and examined the bullets taken 
from Kennedy's body compared to 
those with bystanders wounded in the 
shooting in the Ambassador Hotel in 
June, I960. 


As a packed courtroom waited 


breathlessly, Judge Wenke dispelled 
the suspense Immediately by saying 
the experts had found no reason to 
believe that anyone other than Slrhan 
was involved in the murder of the 
Senator. 


The experts attached to their re- 


ports lengthy worksheets .detailing 
what tests they had performed on the 


Slrhan gun, and the bullets and cloth- 
ing which Kennedy wore that night 
but the bottom line lay in their unani- 
mous answer to the question of wheth- 
er someone other than Sirhan might 
have been firing a second gun. 


The case was reopened by the Los 


Angeles Superior Court'on the basis of 
motions filed by CBS and by Paul 
Schrade, a former United Auto Work- 
ers Union executive, who was stand- 
ing beside Kennedy in the pantry of 
the hotel and was wounded. 


The shooting was witnessed by a 


score of persons and Sirhan was con- 
victed of murder in 1969 and sen- 
tenced to death. His punishment was 
since reduced to ,life imprisonment 
and he is being held in San Quentin 
Prison. 


Godfrey Issac,-an attorney repre- 


senting Slrhan at the hearing, said af- 
terward: 


"It was a tremendous blow to Sir- 


ban but it was also a tremendous 
triumph on behalf of the courts. 


"It should effectively conclude any 


argument as to one or two guns." 


Judge Wenke ripped open three, 


sealed brown manila envelopes con- 
taining the findings and said, "inter- 
esting." 


He was about to enjoin the session 


for the day, but then changed his 
mind and began reading the final 
joint report. 


"The examiners working indepen- 


dently arrived at the same conclusion 
as follows," he said. 


"There is no substantive or demon- 


strative evidence to indicate that 
more than one gun was used to fire 
any of the bullets examined." 


The subsequent findings said, how- 


ever, that it could not be concluded 
that three of the bullet exhibits were 


fired from the Sirhan revolver, be- 
cause 
of "poor rcducibllity" of 


grooves left on test bullets. 


Joining in the motion to reopen the 


case were CBS, Schrade, Sirhan, the 
Los Angeles County Board of Super- 
visors, the District Attorney's office 
and the state Attorney General's of- 
fice. 


The conclusiveness of the experts' 


findings seemed to end once and for 
all the theories about a conspiracy hi 
Kennedy's death. Schrade said he 
wanted to examine all of the docu- 
ments before making a statement, but 
"if the rest of the documents reach 
the same conclusion then I'm going to 
be tremendously relieved." 


Schrade, however, said he was con- 


cerned about the experts' findings 
that there was no way to tie hi the 
bullets examined to Sirhan's gun be- 
cause of damage and deterioration.

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School 'running on love* 
Jewish children learn of heritage

Rabbi Michael Myers smiles 


and begins to hum us he walks 
through the door of the classroom. 


Inside the children are singing 


and clapping. As he enters, a feW 
jump up to show him their mas- 
tery of a new Hebrew song. 


Together they drink from a cha- 


lice, break bread and sing In cele- 
bration of Shabbat. 


It is noon hour at the Woodfleld 


Jewish Day School and the ritual 
will bo repeated each Friday 
through the school year as the 
kindergarten through second gra- 
ders ore exposed not only to aca- 
demics, but to their age-old heri- 
tage. 


Tito school, located In Beth Tlk- 


vah Congregation, Hoffman Es- 
tates, is operated by Associated 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Ortho- 
dox Board of Education. Opened 
the first week In September, it is 
the first and only Jewish paro- 
chial school in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


RABBI MYERS and several 


families in the area sought per- 
mission to start, the school be- 
cause they felt the suburban Jew- 
ish community of more than 1,000 
families was ready for one and 
because they wanted a good Jew- 
ish education for their own chil- 
dren. ' 


"This school was not started out 


of a dissatisfaction with the public 
schools," Rabbi Myers said. "Wo 
want our children to be respon- 
sible leaders in the Jewish com- 
munity, to be persons who can 
lead themselves and their families 
In their Jcwishness. The public 
schools cannot and should not give 
our children a sense of their Jew- 
ish Identity." 


Enrollment now is very small — 


there arc five children In the first 
and second grado and about nine 
In kindergarten — but the found- 
ers are confident it will grow as It 
becomes more established. 


"We really think we've got a 


good school going here. We've 
spent Ibo last year researching 
what Is available not only In reli- 
gious but In academic education," • 
said Judy Sherman, a former 
teacher and president of the 
school's parents group. 


Mrs. Sherman, another parent 


who Is a psychologist and Randy 
Share, the first and second grade

teachers, have worked on the cur- 
riculum and the individualized 
format of the school. 


''Wo believe we have the benefit 


of everything available in a secu- 
lar grade school. And we can of- 
fer a smaller class size with a bet- 
ter student-teacher ratio," Mrs. 
Sherman said. "Public schools 
cannot possibly give kids the mor- 
al and emotional things that are 
lacking in society. Here wo can." 


CHILDREN SPEND the morn- 


ing with Yaffa Guila, a native Is- 
raeli who has taught Hebrew in 
the United States for many years. 
After only several weeks in school 
Ms. Guila's students were chat-' 
tering and singing in their new 
second language occasionally 
looking to • her for a forgotten 
word or pronunciation. 


"This is tho age for them to 


learn," said Rabbi Myers. "Chil- 
dren really become susceptible to 
language between age 4 and 7. 


Once they get to that point they 
become visual learners and it is 
more difficult." 


Rabbi Myers, who is principal 


of the school in addition to being 
rabbi of Congregation Or Cha- 
dash, Schaumburg, and principal, 
of Woodfield Community Hebrew 
School, spends time each day with 
the children, explaining Jewish 
law and ritual. 


"Tradition, ritual and knowl- 


edge are the best media to devel- 


op a Jewish identity," said the 
rabbi. "The ritual hopefully will 
lead to the meaning. The tradition 
can convey all of (lie ideals in a 
tangible form. And we need It.... 
we need reminders. - 


"We want to give children the 


tools to'choose their own Jewish 
lifestyle," he said. "Some will 
take all of it, some only parts."

"The school does not fit into any 


movement," said Rabbi Myers. "I 
do not believe in movements — a 
Jew Is a Jew is a Jew. The chil- 
dren here are Jews, they are hu- 
man beings. 


"Our goal is to create for our 


students an ever decreasing de- 
pendence on others for their Jew- 
ishness. The reason people are 
sending their 'children here Is so 
they will know the ways of their 
people and can choose for them- 
selves. We are trying to give them 
confidence and a commitment to 
Judaism."

time, it was impossible to resist stop- 
ping "off limits" en route to the clown 
dressing room and marvel among the 
animals. Nearby, horsemeat was in 
the final stages of being prepared for 
the. tigers' breakfast. Close up to the 
bars of the cats' cages with only a 
few inches between me and them, the 
tigers seemed that much more awe- 
some. 


The action was everywhere, even 


though the gates wouldn't open for an- 
other half-hour; Performers 
were 


checking costumes and' equipment, 
acrobats limbered up, the stiltwalker 
set up a ladder so he could later step 
into-his high legs. 


The tingle of excitement didn't stop

growing as I stepped past' the se- 
curity of police and attendants into 
the taboo backstage world of the cir- 
cus —'a world even more gripping at 
times, than the show/on stage. 


BARRY LUBIN was the clown who 


would make my clown face. Only 23- 
years old, Lubin had chucked a .bill 
collector, job In Boston to join the cir- 
cus as a clown last year.; • •' 
• "I guess I've been a clown all my

life," Lubin said as he tried to make 
my "round face rounder." While my 
face would go on in 15 minutes, Lubin 
had spent an hour applying his face, 
developed to fit his character. 


A small man, only about 5' 6" tall, 


Lubin's main character was a little 
old lady, so different, that I didn't 
recognize him when he came back in 
costume. And things never cleared up 
much through the show and Lubin's 11 
costume changes. 


Around the dressing room, the 


clowns sat making final preparations 
in front of their circus trunks. Some 
read newspapers hi front of the 
trunks, many of which were decorated 
like a second home, complete with 
photos of "family, friends — other 
times and other places. . 


Across the isle in another room, five 


other clowns were preparing. They 
are the female members of the clown 
troupe. There's Peggy Williams, who 
five years ago became the first fe- 
male clown with the circus, and Ruth 
Chaddock, who believes being a clown 
along with her college degree in the- 
ater, will help her in "working with 
children." 


Makeup and costume on, the "feel- 


ing", was already taking effect. It's an 
•unexplainable behavior that surely 
must go with the costume. It was an- 
other person who joined the clowns in 
the "come out," improvised bits of 
fun done in front of the pre show 
audience.-* 
' MY BIGGEST worry was not being 
able to make a child laugh. But I soon 
found that to be a needless worry. For 
even as I approached, the big smiles 
.would look up from the popcorn and 
break into giggles and laughter. For 
the circus-goer is ready'to laugh at a 
clown. The clown's job is to keep 
them laughing/ - . 


During the show, I -would join 


"Mitch" and "Surf" in a routine white 


the rigging was being changed be- 
tween acts. Surf, a midget, would 
trumble out of a trunk Mitch was 
pushing. The end result would be a 
mock fight between Surf and myself. 


Meanwhile, I marveled as 300 per- 


formers, animals and circus hands 
moved in and out simultaneously 
through a 20-foot wide entrance dur- 
ing the opening circus parade, like a 
finely drilled army. 


What kind of money does a clown 


make? 


"The first several years, the pay is 


OK, but you sure drfn't get rich," one 
clown said. "After that, if you're good, 
you can negotiate your own contract 
and make a pretty good wage," he 
continued. "But you'd better not be in 
the business for the dough." 


There are two types of clowns in the 


show — very old and very young. 


This is due to Clown College, a 


college for clowns. In 1968, with the 
circus down to only 15 clowns, 
Irvin Feld, who produces the circus, 
started the college that offers an in- 
tense 8-week coure in makeup, acr- 
obatics, juggling, pantomime and the 
other many • talents' a clown needs. 
Feld's college obviously has stirred . 
renewed interest hi what was fast be- 
coming a dying art. Last year, the 
college received more than 4,000 ap- 
plications.

THE TRUNK BIT goes well. So

Leaving traces of the makeup on for 


a medal, I was ready to be smothered 
in fatherly admiration from my 4-year 
old son, who attended the show. 
• Sure enough, minutes after arriving 
home he was excitedly telling a friend 
about his'day* at the circus. "There 
•were lions' and tigers and elephants 
and clowns," he was rambling on, 
while I waited for him to get to the 
good part — me. 


Impatiently I asked him, " 'what 


about me, Chris?' Oh yea," he told 
the friend, "my dad went too." 
~ "Next time, maybe Til try the tight- 
rope."

few pointers that young essayists 
planning to enter the contest might, 
find useful.

There are so many ways that profes-' 
sional football has helped shape our 
national destiny, some contestants 
might have difficulty isolating' the > 
•most significant contributions. 


My'readlhg of history leads me to 


believe that one major turning point 
was an'exhibition game played at Val- 
ley Forge after the 1777-78 season. 


Morale among the ragged rebel sol- 


diers was so low there was doubt that 
Gen. Washington could hold his army 
together the entire winter. 


sAt this crucial time, the NFL com- 
missioner, as a patriotic gesture, ar- 
ranged for the Trenton Troglodytes, 
now known as the Green Bay Pack- 
ers, and the Yorktown Yahoos, now 
the Buffalo Bills, to play a post-season 
game at the encampment. 


Washington's men greatly enjoyed 


the contest, .which Yorktown won, 72 
to 6, thanks to 124 field' goals by 
George Blanda, now known as Garo 
Yepremian. To show their apprecia- 
tion, the men agreed to stick it out 
until spring. 


Another historic eveat in which the 


NFL had a significant part was the 
Spanish-American War. 


President McKinley, now known as 


Harold Stassen, picked Teddy Roose- 
velt to lead'a charge up San Juan 
•Hill. But the draft rights to Roosevelt 
already belonged to the Oyster Bay 
Brobdlngians, now the San Diego 
Chargers, who needed a back-up tight 
end.

At this point the NFL' commission- 


er, Rosa Ponsell, now'known as Lily 
Pons,. involved the historic "Ponsell 
Rule" under 
which Oyster Bay 


waived draft rights to Roosevelt in ex- 
change for salvage rights to the bat- 
tleship Maine. 


And surely no essay on the NFL's 


role in American history would be 
complete without some mention of the 
Civil War. 


In 1861, Abraham Lincoln issued a 


proclamation under which all NFL 
players became free agents. This 
prompted the 11 teams in the South- 
ern Division to withdraw from the 
NFL and form the new Confederate 
Football League. 


Declaring that professional football 


could not stand divided, Lincoln sent 
Gen. Georgs H. Thomas to recapture 
the franchise of the Chickamauga 
Rocks, now the Houston Oilers. 


And the rest is history.

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Suburbs try to cut county's • CTA subsidy 


Suburban county commissioners are 


trying to force the City of Chktfio to 
pay • larger share of the required $5 
million donation to the Chicago Tran- 
sit Authority. 


The effort to cut the county's share - 


of the |S million is being pushed by 
suburban Republicans who say only a 
small number of suburbanites use the 
CTA bus and rapid transit lines. 


The county last year gave f2 million 


to the CTA under a requirement of the 
state's Regional Transportation Au- 
thority Act, but suburban commission* 
era Monday voted against signing an- 
other agreement with the RTA. 


The six Republicans voted against 


a u t h o r i z i n g County Board Pres. 
George Dunne to make-an agreement 


with the RTA, and were defeated 10 lo 
6. 


But the same six votes could .stop 


any "actual transfer of county money 
to the RTA or the CTA because a two- 
thirds majority is required to approve 
expenditures over 15,000. 


LAST YEAR, the City of Chicago 


gave $3 million to the'CTA, while the 
county made up the other $2 million of 
the |S million local contribution re- 
quired in the RTA act. 


Monday, Comr. Carl Hansen of 


Mount Prospect said this year the 
county contribution should be only 13 
per cent of the $5 million total, or 
about 1850,000. 


Without the |6 million contribution 


from the city and the county, the RTA 
cannot give any subsidy funding to 
the CTA during the fiscal year. 
\ 


The Republican)! also tried unsuc- 


cessfully to have Dunne only negotiate 
the agreement with the RTA and then 
come back 'to the County Board for 
approval. 


Chicago commissioners who fa- 


vored the agreement with the RTA 
pointed out that the.CTA serves 36 
suburbs as well as Chicago. 


HANSEN ARGUEb that only 6.23' 


per cent of all rides on CTA buses or 
elevated trains are by suburbanites. . 
He said the county contribution should 
be equivalent to double that per- 
centage because half of the taxes col- 


lected by the county come from City 
of Chicago residents. 


Hansen and Comr. Ronald Larson 


also asked that there be a public hear- 
ing before the county contribution is 
decided, but Dunne refused.

Comr. Floyd Fulle pointed out that 


the county faces "'a critical financial 
situation next year," and said perhaps 
the city of Chicago could afford to 
give a larger share of the |5 million 
this year. 


County Comptroller Thomas Beck 


said there is money for a $2 million 
county contribution in motor fuel tax 
funds, but Fulle said that will delay 
road repair work.

Even the energy in a piece of meat 
comes from solar energy obtained 
from plant food.

Municipal real* estate tax levies 


havo been increasing faster in subur- 
ban communities with home-rule pow- 
ers than In communities without 
them, according to a recent study by 
the Civic Federation. 


Federation figures show a 1974 tax 


lovy Increase of 12.90 per cent for the 
28 suburban home-rule communities, 
compared to 7.8 per cent for non- 
homo-rule suburbs. 


Lavern W. Kron, director of re- 


search for the federation, said the fig- 
ures apply only to municipal levies, 
not entire tax bills. Municipal levies 
average about 10 per cent of real es- 
tate tax bills in most suburbs. 


Northwest suburban communities 


Included in the study were: Arlington 
Heights, Des Plalncs, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Mount Prospect, Palatine and 
Schaumburg. Schaumburg had no ef- 
fect on the figures, however, because 
It levies no municipal tax. 


"THE INCREASE In extensions In 


home-rule municipalities, other than 
the City of Chicago, over the last four 
years has generally resulted hi much 
higher tax bills," Kron said.

Army ants have million in colony

ARE ARMY ANTS REALLY BLINDT 


Ants are sodal insccta that live in 


colonies centered around their egg- 
laying queen-mother most species 
•hare a family nest and never wander 
very far from home. The army ante of 
South America and the driver ants of 
Africa live like savago bandits, al- 
ways on the move. They are feared 
more than lions and leopards. Actual- 
ly they aro mindless mobs, and most 
of them are blind. 


A colony of army ants may include a 


million members. Every month or so, 
they stop their fearsome marches 
while the large, wingless queen lays 
from 2S,ooo to 35,000 eggs, lite colony 
includes large soldier ants with strong 
Jaws plus a multitude of small work- 
en. All of these ants are blind. 


The colony also includes large 


males that look somewhat like fierce 
wasps. These ants have wings and 
large compound eyes. Sometimes they 
go off with groups of workers and sol- 
diers to start a new colony. A young

queen may be selected from the home 
colony or from, a neighboring colony. 


The egg-laying rest period lasts un- 


til the new brood is ready to travel. 
Then the blind soldiers prepare to 
lead the blind workers on a fierce fo- 
ray through the forest. They scout 
ahead, placing scented chemicals to 
mark the way. The workers stream 
forth like a dark, crawling river. They 
travel shoulder-to-shoulder while the 
soldiers march along the sides of the 
column. 


It seems impossible, out all this 


military precision is done without 
eyes. The marching army depends 
upon the scents of the soldiers and of 
each other. In addition, each army 
ant has a built-in instinct to follow the 
leader. The marching column Is so 
crowded that each ant can scent and 
touch its neighbors — and when the 
loaders move ahead, all the rest fol- 
low. 


The teeming army is famished for 


meat Birds and other animals that 
can move fast enough hurry away to 
safety. But snails, snakes and other 
slowpokes ore left in the path of the 


advancing horde. Ants swarm all over 
them and devour their flesh in min- 
utes. The blind ants also detect their • 
food by scent and touch. 


Usually blindness is no handicap to 


the army ants. Blit sometimes their 
path must circle around a tree or oth- 
er obstacle. If the trail mokes a full 
circle, the column may be led around 
and around. The circling marchers 
grow weak from hunger and soon die. 
Maybe the whole sightless column 
could be misled Into a suicidal circle 
of this sort.

bunch," said Marianne Foresman 
as her four "his-hers" children 
ran in and out of their Stream- 
wood townhouse. 


She had arrived home from 


work about the same time her 
kids came home from school. She 
hadn't yet hod time to shed her 
letter carrier uniform. . 


FOR ALMOST three years now, 


other children have addressed'her 
a's "Mr. Mailman Lady" — ever 
since her suburban post office job 
came through. Before that, di- 
vorced, she was working in a 
Woodfield shop, supporting her 
two young daughters, Tammi and 
Jessica, on $2 an hour, the three 
•of them living with her parents in 
Park Ridge. 


To make it easier on Grandma 


and Grandpa, Marianne put 
5-year-old' Tamml in Northwest 
Suburban Day Care Center in Des' 
Plaines, a non-proprietary center 
that qualifies for revenue sharing 
through Maine Township. She had 
heard there were many one-par- 
ent situations there and cost was 
on a sliding scale. Tammi's tui- 
tion was close to the bottom of the 
slide — $4 a week. 


DAY CARE WAS good for Tam- 


ml. She stopped being her sister's 
shadow.

The Greek Island of Poros in the 


Snronlc Gulf, a day-trip from Athens, 
boasts no great ruins, but Its beauty 
has long impressed visitors and today 
It is a popular year-round resort offer- 
ing a mixture of international night- 
life and the solitude of long walks 
through its many wooded areas. 


Poros Is an island, but the mainland* 


b only five minutes by boat. It is lush 
with pine, orange, lemon and olive 
trees and the scents of lemon and pine 
hang heavy and fragrant In the air. 


Since Poros is almost landlocked it 


has one of the finest natural anchor- 
ages In the Aegean and is a popular 
stopping place for yachtsmen.

cide after being defeated by the Ma- 
cedonians. 


If you want to swim, you can go to 


the Convent of the Virgin by bus and 
motorboat. There is excellent spring 
water, and also plane trees, pines and 
a beautiful sandy beach. Little beach- 
side tavernas serve freshly-caught 
fish and Iamb on the spit. 


ANOTHER SHORT boat trip takes' 


you to the Village of Galatas, located 
on the mainland. From here there are 
walks through the vast lemon groves 
and many coves for swimming. A trip 
by bus can also be made to ancient 
Troezen, the birthplace of Theseus, 


which has interesting ancient ruins as 
well as medieval churches. 


Theseus was one of the most inter- 


esting figured of ancient Greece. Leg- 
end says that in Crete human sacri- 
fices were made to a monster, the 
Minotaur, who was kept in a lab- 
yrinth. Theseus, the Athenian prince 
killed It and escaped by following a 
thread given him by Ariadne, King 
Minos' daughter. It was also Thesens, 
who on a triumphant return to 
Athens, forgot to hoist a white sail 
signaling success and his despairing 
father, Athens' King Aegeus, flung 
'himself into the sea' thenceforth 
named Aegean.

ington, served., as a delegate, to the 
1070 Constitutional Convention^ and In 
1954 ran against'Sen. Paul Douglas. 
("I forgot to carry Cook County,"-he 
quipped.) 


AT A POLITICAL education semi- 


nar In Mount Prospect, organized by 
the Illinois State. Chamber of Com- 
merce, he warned that the Illinois leg- 
islnture is being tightly controlled by 
legislators favorable to labor. 
' •• 


He cited intransigent labor demands 


approved by the legislature as a ma- 
jor threat to business development in 
Illinois. 


Recent legislation, he said, raised 


employers' premiums for unemploy- 
ment compensation by SO per cent in 
the current year, and will hike it an- 
other SO per cent next year. He also 
said the cost of workmen's com- 
pcnsaton to employers could rise by 
500 per cent in the next five years: 


Because of this, said Meek, the Ca- 


terpillar Tractor Co., one of Illinois' 
largest employers and exporters, has 


already served, notice on state offi- 
cials that,' while the, company will not 
leave the state, It has abandoned any 
.expansion plans here.

With 'large majorities of favorable 


legislators — 123 of 177 in the House 
and from 28 to 34: out of 59 in the 
Senate— organized labor has refused 
to seek any'compromises with busi- 
ness on new legislation, Meek said. 


• "They refusejo recognize that man- 
ufacturers, labor <and businessmen 
must'all prosper," he declared.

MEEK WARNED that businessmen 


must take direct action in informing 
their individual legislators of their 
problems, in supporting good legisla- 
tive candidates and In involving their 
friends and'employes in the political 
process.

wo will employ seven or eight years 
from now," Supt. Edward Gilbert told 
board members in-a committee-of-the- 
whole meeting Monday. 


THE BOARD is now weighing two 


main options. It must first consider 
whether it will maintain all eight 
schools. If it chooses this option it 
must analyze the cost of maintaining 
the schools at below maximum enroll- 
ment, and consider changes in bound- 
aries that would balance the enroll- 
ment in each school's attendance 
area. 


If the board decided it must close 


one or two schools it must decide 
which schools to close, when they 
would close, what changes in bound- 
aries would be necessary, and estab- 
lish a method for phasing out use'of 
the buildings. 


Monday the board directed the ad- 


ministration to prepare more detailed 
financial'and enrollment data and es- 
tablish criteria to use in deciding 
which school may be closed. Gilbert 
said he would report back to the 
board at its meeting next Monday 
when the board will set a date for the 
second committee-of-the-whole meet- 
ing. 


"I don't see any possibility other 


than closing at least one school," said 
board member Jack Mathews Mon- 
day. Board member John Costello 
agreed. "We're not going to be keep- 
ing all schools open. I would think you 
are headed to closing at least one and 
perhaps two," he said. 


"I REALLY DON'T see how we 


could address ourselves to closing two 
schools," sold board member Donald 
Hoeck, but he added "for the life of 
me I don't see how we can stay with 
eight." 


Board member Richard Bachhuber 


said he would like to see the district 
maintain all eight schools by balanc- 
ing enrollment in each building. He 
suggested the board go to the public 
asking them to pass a referendum in- 
creasing taxes so the district could af- 
ford to maintain each building. 


Robert Weber, assistant superin-

June, 1968. 


As a packed courtroom waited 


breathlessly, Judge Wenke dispelled 
the suspense immediately by saying 
the experts had found no reason, to 
believe that anyone other than Sirhan 
was involved in the murder of the 
Senator.

>The experts attached to their re- 


ports lengthy worksheets detailing 
what tests they'had performed on the 


Sirhan gun, and the bullets and cloth- 
Ing which Kennedy wore that night 
but the bottom line lay hi their unani- 
mous answer to the question of wheth- 
er someone other than Sirhan might 
have been firing a second gun. 


The case was reopened by the Los 


Angeles Superior Court on the basis of 
motions filed by CBS and by Paul 
Schrade, a former United Auto Work- 
ers Union executive, who-was stand- 
ing beside Kennedy in the pantry of 
the hotel and was wounded.

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School 'running on love9 
Jewish children learn of heritage 


by DOROTHY OLIVER 


Rabbi MJchiol Myers smiles 


•ad begins to hum as he walks 
through the door of the classroom. 


Inside the children are singing 


and clapping. As he enters, a few 
Jump up to show him their mas- 
tery of a new Hebrew song. 


Together they drink from a cha- 


lice, break bread and ting In cele- 
bration of Shabbat. 


It Is noon hour at the Woodlleld 


Jewish Day School and the ritual 
will be repeated each Friday 
through the school year as the 
kindergarten through second gra- 
ders are exposed not only to aca- 
demics, but to their age-old heri- 
tage. 


The school, located in Beth Tik- 


vah Congregation, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Is operated by Associated 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Ortho- 
dox Board of Education. Opened 
the first week in September, It Is 
the first and only Jewish paro- 
chial school In the Northwest sub- 
urb*. 


RABBI MYERS and several 


families In the area sought per- 
mission to start the school be- 
cause they felt the suburban Jew- 
ish community of more than 1,000 
families was ready for ono and 
because they, wanted a good Jew- 
ish education for their own' chil- 
dren. 


"This school was not started out 


of a dissatisfaction with the public 
schools," Rabbi Myers said. "We 
want our children to be respon- 
sible leaders in the Jewish com- 
munity, to be persons who can' 
lead themselves and their families 
In their Jewiahncss. The public 
schools cannot and should not give 
our children a scnso of their Jew- 
ish identity." 


Enrollment now Is very small —' 


there are five children In the first 
and second grade and about nine • 
In kindergarten — but the found- 
ers are confident it will grow as It 
becomes more established. 


"We really think we've got a 


good school going here. We've 
spent the last year researching 
what Is available not only In roll- 
-glous but In academic education," 
said. Judy Sherman, a former 
teacher ~ and*' president -of 
the 


school's parefib group. 
«. 


Mrs. Sherman; another parent 


who is a psychologist and Randy 
Share, the first and second grade 


teachers, have worked on the cur- 
riculum and the individualized 
format of the school. 


"We believe we have the benefit 


of everything available in a secu- 
lar grade school. And we can of- 
fer a smaller class size with a bet- 
ter student-teacher ratio," Mrs. 
Sherman said.' "Public schools 
cannot possibly give kids the mor- 
al and emotional things that are 
lacking in society. Here we can." 


CHILDREN SPEND the morn-. 


ing with Yaffa Guila, a native Is- 
raeli who has taught Hebrew in 
the United States for many years. 
After only several weeks in school 
Ms. Guile's students were chat- 
tering .and singing in their new 
second language occasionally 
looking to her for a forgotten 
word or pronunciation...• 


"This is the age for ~ them to , 


learn," said Rabbi Myers. "Chil- 
dren really become susceptible to 
language between age 4 and 7. 


Once they get to that point they 
become visual learners and it is 
more difficult." 


Rabbi Myers, who is principal 


of the school in addition to being 
rabbi of Congregation Or Cha- 
dash, Scbaumburg, and principal 


* of Woodfield Community Hebrew 
School, spends time each day with 
the children, explaining Jewish 
law and ritual. 


"Tradition, ritual and knowl- 


edge are the best media to ^devel- 


op a Jewish identity," said the 
rabbi. "The ritual hopefully will 
lead to the meaning. The tradition 
can convey all of the ideals in a 
tangible form. And we need it... 
we need reminders. 


"We want to give children the 


tools to choose their own Jewish 
lifestyle," he said. "Some will 
take all of it, some only parts." 


, After the morning religious ses- 
sion the kindergarteners go home

kindergarten and $750 for first 
and second grade. Additional 
grades will be added as the need 
arises. 


"It will never be cheap. We 


don't know where we're going to 
find the money, but somehow 
we'll do it," Mrs. Sherman said. 
"Right now we're running on love 
more than anything else." 


Although the school is traditio- 


nalist, children come from re- 
formed, conservative and ortho- 
dox families. 


"The school does not fit into any 


movement," said Rabbi Myers. "I 
do not believe in movements — a 
Jew is a Jew is a Jew. The chil- 
dren here are Jews, they are hu- 
man beings. 


"Our goalMs to create for our 


students an ever decreasing de- 
pendence on others for their Jew- 
ishness. The reason people are 
sending their children here Is so 
they will know the ways of their 
people and can choose for them- 
selves. We are trying to give them 
confidence and a commitment to 
Judaism."

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Oriental pocket calculator 
Pupils 'discover' ancient abacus

Sixth graders at Alcott School, 530 


Bernard Dr., Buffalo Grove, are dis- 
covering an ancient Oriental "pocket 
calculator" — the abacus. 


Jerry Slenkiewlcz, math teacher for 


Alcott's two sixth-grade classes,, is us- 
ing the beaded'counting device to In- 
troduce the concept of base numbers 


to his students. Columns of beads repre 
sent ones, tens, hundreds, thousands 
and so on. Students can add, subtract, 
multiply and divide by moving beads 
in appropriate columns. 


Students made .their -own abacuses 


following examples given in their text- 
books. Using coat hangers, rods, or 
wires strung with buttons, Cheerios, 
macrame beads, washers, or cut up 


straws, the students created a variety 
of ingenious abacuses. 


"There's no forcing these students 


to do their math," Sienkicwicz said. 
"They really enjoy using the^aba- 
cuses. Some' of them -are'working'; oh' 
the abacuses during their study peri- 
ods." 


The math class is quiet as students 


concentrate on-adding three-place fig- 


ures on the abacuses. Then, when the 
class breaks into small groups for 
problem-solving practice, the room 
buzzes,with the excitement of students 
challenging one another to do-more 


" difficult problems. ' 


Although several students admitted 


they could do the math problems 
quicker on paper, they still have more 
fun "going Chinese." 


Dist. 214 faces 
in enrollment 


Enrollment in High School Dist. 214 


is expected to drop 22 per cent within 
eight years and school officials are 
considering closing one and possibly 
two schools because of the declining 
enrollment. 


There will be 4,363 fewer students in 


Dist. 214's eight high schools by the 
1983-84 school year, according to a re- 
port Monday night by school adminis- 
trators. 


"We can't wait too long to make de- 


cisions because those decisions will 
affect procedures and strategies that 


'we will employ seven or eight years 
from now," Supt. Edward Gilbert told 
board members in a committee-of-the- 
whole meeting Monday. 


THE BOARD Is now weighing two 


main options. It must first consider 
whether it will maintain all eight 
schools. If It chooses this option it 
must analyze the cost of maintaining 
the schools at below maximum enroll- 
ment, and consider changes in bound- 
aries that would balance the enroll- 
ment in each school's attendance 
area. 


If the board decided it 'must close 


one or two schools - i t ' must decide 
which schools to .close, when they' 
would close, what changes in bound- 
aries would be necessary, and estab- 
lish a method for phasing out use of 
the buildings. •'.

Monday the board directed the.ad- 


ministration to prepare more detailed 
financial and- enrollment data and es- 
tablish criteria to use in deciding 
which school may be closed. Gilbert 
said he would report back to the 
.board at its meeting next Monday 


when'ttie board-will set a date for the 
second comraittee-of-the-whole meet- 
Ing.

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School 'running on love9

Rabbi Michael Myers smiles 


and begins to hum as he walks 
through the door of the classroom. 


Inside the children are singing 


and clapping. As he enters,.a few 
Jump up to show\hlm their mas- 
tery of a new Hebrew song. 


Together they drink from a cha- 


lice, break bread and sing In cele- 
bration of Shabbat. 


It Is noon hour at the Woodfleld 


Jewish Day School and the ritual 
will be repeated each Friday 
through the school year as the 
kindergarten through second gra- 
ders are exposed not only to aca- 
demics, but to their age-old heri- 
tage. 


The school, located In Beth Tik- 


vah Congregation, Hoffman Es- 
tates, is operated by Associated 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Ortho- 
dox Board of Education. Opened 
the first week in September, it is 
the first and only Jewish paro- 
chial school in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


RABBI MYERS and several 


families in the area sought per- 
mission to start the'School be- 
cause they felt the suburban Jew- 
ish community of more than. 1,000 
families was ready for one and 
because they wanted a good Jew- 
ish education for their own chil- 
dren. 


"This school was not started .out., 


of a dissatisfaction with the public 
schools," Rabbi Myers said. "We 
want our children to be respon- 
sible leaders in the Jewish com- 
munity, to be persons who can • 
lead themselves and their families . 
In their Jewislmess. The public 
schools cannot and should not give ' 
our children a sense of their Jew- 
ish Identity." 


Enrollment now Is very small — 


there are five children In the first 
and second grade and about nine 
In kindergarten — but the found- 
era are confident It will grow as it 
becomes more established.

"We really think we've got a 


good school going here. We've 
spent the last year researching 
what is available not only In reli- 
gious but In academic education," 
said Judy Sherman; a former 
teacher and president-; of the

Mrs. Sherman, another parent

learn of heritage , 


teachers, have worked on the cur- 
riculum and the individualized 
format of the school. 


"We believe we have the benefit 


of everything available in a secu- 
lar grade school. And we can of- 
fer a smaller class size with a bet- 
ter student-teacher ratio,":. Mrs.. 
Sherman said. "Public schools 
cannot possibly give kids the mor- 
al and emotional things that are 
lacking in society. Here we can." 


CHILDREN SPEND the morn- 


ing with Yaffa Gulla, a native Is- 
raeli who has taught Hebrew in 
the United States for many years. 
After.only several weeks in school 
Ms.-Gulla's students were chat- 
tering 'and singing in their new 
second language __ occasionally 
looking to her for" a. forgotten 
word or pronunciation. 


"This Is the age for them to 


learn," said Rabbi Myers. "Chil- 
dren really become susceptible to 
language between age 4 and 7. 


Once they get to that point they 
become visual learners and it is 
more difficult." 


Rabbi Myers, who is principal 


of the school in addition to being 
rabbi of Congregation Or Cha- 
dash, Schaumburg, and principal 
of Woodfleld Community Hebrew 
School, spends time each day with 
the children, explaining Jewish 
law and ritual.

"Tradition, ritual and knowl- 


edge are the best media to devel- 


op a Jewish identity," said the 
rabbi. "The ritual hopefully will 
lead to the meaning. The tradition 
can convey all of the ideals in a 
tangible form. And we need it... 
we need reminders. 


"We want to give children the 


tools to choose their own Jewish 
lifestyle," he said. "Some will 
take all of it, some only parts.'.' -

Before tho campaign was over, Mrs.

The Des Plaines City Council Mon- 


day night voted to move ahead with 
plans to establish a real estate trans- 
fer tax that would bring the city 
$88,000 to $90,000 a year in additional 
revenue. 


Aldermen voted 14-0 to direct City 


Atty. Charles Hug to prepare an ordi- 
nance establishing the tax on all real 
estate transactions in Des Plaines. 
The tax would be paid by the seller of 
the real estate. The move was recom- 
mended by the city council's finance 
committee. The ordinance will be con- 
sidered by officials in a few weeks. 


Aid. Charles Bolek, 3rd, finance 


committee chairman, said the new 
tax will affect the seller at a rate of 
$2 per $1,000; thus a home or piece of 
property that sells for $50,000 would 
be taxed $100. 


CITY COMPTROLLER Duane L. 


Blietz said there are about 1,000 real 
estate transactions in the city each 
year. The revenue projection is based 
on the assumption that the city will 
receive an average $100 for each 
transfer.

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Food pricing 
veto overridden 


The DCS Plaines City Council Mon- 


day night put into law an ordinance 
that will require food stores to mark 
prices on grocery items, overriding 
the veto of Mayor Herbert H. Behrel. 


The city council voted 12-2 to over- 


ride the mayor's veto. Aldermen Alan 
Abrams, 8th, and John Leer, 3rd, were 
the only aldermen voting against the 
override.

Behrel, in vetoing the ordinance, said 
it is premature, discriminatory and 
possibly unconstitutional.

City officials said the city will prob-

The real estate transfer tax is one 


of several new taxes or tax increases 
approved or being considered by the 
city. 


THE CITY COUNCIL recently In- 


creased fees for garbage pickup, ve- 
hicle licenses for large trucks and li- 
quor licenses. Aldermen also are con- 
sidering a 5 per cent utility tax on 
telephone, electric and natural gas 
bills. 


City officials began considering the 


increased taxes after Blietz projected 
the city will need $800,000 to $900,000 
in additional revenue to meet rising 
costs and balance next's year's budg- 
et. The city budget this year is about 
$14 million. 


Blietz said increasing city fees and 


licenses only will bring a fraction of 
the needed revenue, and that property 
taxes, sales tax and new taxes will 
have to bring in the remainder.

Ford proposes larger tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford asked Congress .Monday night to 
extend and broaden this year's tax re- 
ductions to give the average middle- 
class American family a further tax 
cut of more than $200 next year. 


But the President Insisted that ac- 


companying such a tax cut must be 
sharp reductions in federal spending." 
If he gets the tax cut without the 
spending ceiling, Treasury Sec. Wil- 
liam E. Simon said, Ford will veto the 
tax reduction. 


One of the changes Ford proposed 


would Increase 
the personal ex- 


emption to $1,000 for taxpayers and 
their dependents. The exemption now 
is $750 and had been $650 until I960. 


Over-all, Ford said, the tax cut he 


was proposing would reduce taxes by 
$28 billion when compared to what 
was paid last year. Simon said the re- 
duction would amount to $11 billion — 
$8 billion for Individuals and $3 billion 
forbuslness. 


FORD SAID his proposals would help 


stabilize the economy. Simon said it 
would "help sustain tin current eco- 


nomic advance" which "is well under 
way." He brushed aside the sugges- 
tion that the tax cuts were designed to 
prevent economic fallbacks in a presi- 
dential election year. t«x 


In a radio and' television address 


which two of the three commercial 
television networks declined to carry 
live, Ford said he wanted not only to 
give Americans more spendable in- 
come but to curtail the "alarming 
growth" in government outlays, which 
he said, would drive the federal budget 
in the fiscal year which starts Oct. >1, 
1976, to $420 billion. 
/ 


Ford said he would insist Congress 


cut $28 billion from that total as his 
condition for accepting a tax cut. . 


But Congress may not give him 


•such an easy choice. It could pass the 
tax cut bill before taking up a spend- 
ing ceiling, forcing him to 'act on the 
tax cut without knowing whether the 
spending cuts will follow. 


REP. AL ULLMAN, D-Ore., 'chair- 


man of the tax-writing House Ways 
and Means Committee, called Ford's 
proposal to tie tax cuts and spending 


limits together a "mirage." 


"There is no way we can enact a 


tax based on a spending ceiling," Ul- 
man said. "He's offering something 
that really is a mirage, because he 
has not'proposed any specific cuts... 
There is no way you can cut a budget 
by $28 billion without severe dis- 


locations in the economy." 


"We must recognize that cutting 


taxes is only half the answer," .Ford 
said. "If we cut only taxes, but do not 
cut the growth of government spend- 
ing, budget deficits will continue to 
climb, the federal government will

Jewish children 
of heritage

Rabbi Michael Myers smiles 


and begins to hum as he walks 
through the door of the classroom. 


Inside the children are singing 


and clapping. As he enters, a few 
jump up to show him their mas- 
tery of a new Hebrew song. 


Together they drink from a cha- 


lice, break bread and sing in cele- 
bration of Shnbbat. 


It Is noon hour at the Woodfield 


Jewish Day School and the ritual 
will bo repeated each Friday 
through the school year as the 
kindergarten through second gra- 
ders are exposed not only to aca- 
demics, but to their age-old heri- 
tage. 


The school, located in Beth Tlk- 


vah Congregation, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Is operated by Associated 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Ortho- 
dox Board of Education. Opened 
the first week in September, it is 
(ho first and only Jewish paro- 
chial school in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


RABBI MYERS and several 


families In the area sought per- 
mission to start the school be- 
cause they felt the suburban Jew- 
ish community of more than 1,000 
families was ready for one and 
because they wanted a good Jew- 
ish education for their own chil- 
dren. 


"This school was not started out 


of a dissatisfaction with the public 
schools," Rabbi Myers said. "We 
want our children to be respon- 
sible leaders in the Jewish com- 
munity, to be persons who can 
lead themselves and their families 
In their Jcwlshncss. The public 
schools cannot and should not give 
our children a sense of their Jew- 
ish Identity." 


Enrollment now Is very small — 


(hero are five children in the first 
and second grade and about nine 
in kindergarten — but the found- 
ers are confident It will grow as it 
becomes more established. 


"Wo really think we've got a 


good school going here. We've 
spent the last year researching 
what is available not only in reli- 
gious but in academic education," 
said Judy Sherman, a former 
teacher and president of the 
school's parents group. 


Mrs. Sherman, another parent 


who is a psychologist and Randy

"We believe we have the benefit 


of everything available in a secu- 
lar grade school. And we can of- 
fer a smaller class size with a bet- 
ter student-teacher ratio," Mrs. 

"Public schools 
cannot possibly give kids the mor- 
al and emotional things that are 
lacking in society. Here we can." 


CHILDREN SPEND the morn- 


ing with Yaffa Guila, a native Is- 
raeli who has taught Hebrew in 
the United States for many years. 
After only several weeks in school 
Ms. Guila's students were chat- 
tering and singing in their new 
second language occasionally 
looking to her for a forgotten 
word or pronunciation. 


"This is the 'age for them to 


learn," said Rabbi Myers. "Chil- 
dren really become susceptible to 
language between age 4 and 7. 


Once they get to that point they 
become visual learners and it is 
more difficult." 


Rabbi Myers, who is principal 


of the school in addition to being 
rabbi of Congregation Or Cha- 
dash, Schaumburg, and principal 
of Woodfleld Community Hebrew 
School, spends time each day with 
the children, explaining Jewish 
law and ritual. 


"Tradition, ritual and knowl- 


edge are the best media to devel- 


op-a Jewish identity," said the 
rabbi. "The ritual hopefully will 
lead to the meaning. The tradition 
can convey all of the ideals in a 
tangible form. And we need it... 
we need reminders. 


"We want to give,children the 


tools to choose their own Jewish 
lifestyle," he said. "Some will 
take all of it, some only parts." 


After the morning religious ses- 


sion the kindergarteners go home 


and the remainder of the children 
' join Mrs. Share for academics. 


"AFTER THE FIRST day of 


school I asked my son if he want- 
ed to go back," Mrs. Sherman' 
said. "He said, 'Yes. You know 
the teacher can really pay more 
attention to me.' He feels he's 
wanted and I like that a lot." 


Tuition at the school is $400 for 


kindergarten and $750 for first 
and second grade. Additional 
grades will be added as the need 
arises. 
i "It will never be cheap. We 
don't know where we're going to 
find the money, but somehow 
we'll do it," Mrs. Sherman said. 
"Right now we're running on love 
more than anything else." 


Although the school is traditio- 


nalist, children come from re- 
formed, conservative and ortho- 
dox families. 


"The school does not fit into any 


movement," said Rabbi Myers. "I 
do not believe in movements — a 
Jew is a Jew is a Jew. The chil- 
dren here are Jews, they are hu- 
man beings. 


"Our goal is to create for our 


students an ever decreasing de- 
pendence on others for their Jew- 
ishness. The reason people are 
sending their children here is so 
they will know the ways of their 
people and can choose for them- 
selves. We are trying to give them 
confidence and a commitment to 
Judaism."

Ford proposes larger tax cuts 


, WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford asked Congress Monday night to 
extend and broaden this year's tax re- 
ductions to give the average middle- 
class American family a further tax 
cut of more than $200 next year. 
• 


But the President insisted that ac- 


companying such a tax cut must be 
sharp reductions 'in federal spending. 
If he gets the tax cut without the 
spending celling, Treasury Sec. Wil- • 
liam E. Simon said, Ford will veto the 
tax reduction. 


One .of the changes Ford proposed 


would increase the personal ex- 
emption to $1,000 for taxpayers and 
their dependents. The exemption now 
is $750 and had been $650 until 1969. 


Over-all, Ford said, the tax cut he 


was proposing would reduce taxes by i 
$28 billion when compared to what 
was paid last year. Simon said the re- 
duction would amount to $11 billion — 
$8 billion for individuals and $3 billion 
.for business. 


FORD SAID his proposals would help 


stabilize the economy. Simon said'it 
would, "help-sustain the'current eco- 


nomic advance" which "is well under 
way." He brushed aside the sugges- 
tion that the tax cuts were designed to 
prevent economic fallbacks In a presi- 
dential election year. 


In a radio and television address 


which two of the three commercial^ 
television networks declined to carry 
live, Ford said he wanted not only to 
give Americans more spendable in- 
come but to curtail the ."alarming 
growth" in government outlays, which 
he said would drive the federal budget 
in the'fiscal year which starts Oct. 1, • 
1976, to $420 billion. 
'• . 


Ford said he, would insist Congress 


cut $28 billion from that total as his 
condition for accepting a tax cut. 
/ 
But Congress may not give him 


such an easy choice. It could pass the 
tax cut bill before taking up a spend- 
ing ceiling, forcing, him to act on the 
tax cut without knowing whether the 
spending cuts will follow.' 


REP. AL ULLMAN, D-Ore., chair- 


man of the tax-writing House Ways 
and Means Committee, called Ford's ' 
proposal to tie tax cuts and spending 


limits together a "mirage." 


".There is no way we can enact a 


tax based on a spending ceiling," Ul- 
man said. "He's offering something 
that really is a mirage, because he 
has not proposed any specific cuts ... 
There is no-way you can cut a budget 
by $28 billion without severe dis- 


locations in the economy." 


"We must recognize tb.at cutting 


taxes is only half the answer;1' Ford 
said. "If we cut only taxes; but do not 
cut the growth of government spend- 
ing, budget deficits will continue to 
climb, the federal government will

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School 'running on love* 
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Jewish children learn of heritage

Rabbi Michael Myers smiles 


and begins to hum as he walks 
through the door of the classroom. 


Inside the children ore singing 


and clapping. As he enters, a few 
jump up to show him their mas- 
tcry of a new Hebrew song. 


Together they drink from a cha- 


lice, break bread and sing In cele- 
bration of Shabbat. 


•It Is noon hour at the Woodflcld 


Jewish Day School and the ritual 
will be repeated each Friday 
through the school year as the 
kindergarten through second gra- 
ders are exposed not only to aca- 
demics, but to their age-old heri- 
tage. 


The school, located In Beth Tik- 


vah Congregation, Hoffman Es- 
tates,' Is operated by Associated 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Ortho-, 
dox Board of Education. Opened 
the first week in September, it is 
(ho first and only Jewish paro- 
chial school in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


KADDI MYERS and several 


families in the area sought per- 
mission to start the-school be- 
cause they felt the suburban Jew- 
ish community of more than 1,000 
families was ready for one and 
because they wanted a good Jew-. 
ish education for their own chil- 
dren. 


"Tills school was not started out 


of a dissatisfaction with the public 
schools," Rabbi Myers said. "We 
want our children to be respon- 
sible leaders In the Jewish com- 
munity, to be persons who can 
lead themselves and their families 
in their Jcwlshness. The public 
schools cannot and should* not give 
our children a sense of their Jew- 
ish Identity." 


Enrollment now is very small — 


there are five children in the first 
and second grade and about nine 
In kindergarten — but the found- 
ers are confident It will grow as It 
becomes more established. 


"We really think we've got a 


good school going here. We've 
spent the lost year researching 
what Is available not only in reli- 
gious but In academic education," 
said Judy Sherman, a former 
teacher and president of the 
school's parents group. 


Mrs. Sherman, another parent 


who Is a psychologist and Randy 
Share, the first and second grade 


teachers, have worked on the cur- 
riculum and the individualized 
format of the school. 
• • 


"We believe we have the benefit 


of everything available in a secu- 
lar grade school. And we can of- 
fer a smaller class size with a bet- 
ter student-teacher ratio," Mrs. 
Sherman said. "Public schools 
cannot possibly give kids the mor- • 
al and emotional things that are 
lacking in society. Here we can." 


CHILDREN SPEND the morn- 


ing with Yaffa Gulla, a native Is- 
raeli who has taught Hebrew in 
the United States for many years. 
After only several weeks in school 
Ms, Guild's students were chat- 
tering and singing in their new 
second language occasionally 
looking to "her for a forgotten 
word or pronunciation. 


"This is the age for them to 


learn," said Rabbi Myers. "Chil- 
dren really become susceptible to 
language between age 4 and 7. 


Once they get to that-'point they 
become visual learners and it is 
more difficult." 


Rabbi Myers, who is principal 


of the school in addition to being 
rabbi of Congregation Or Cha- 
dash, Schaumburg, and principal 
of Woodfleld Community Hebrew 
School, spends time each day with 
the children, explaining Jewish 
law and ritual. 


"Tradition, ritual and knowl- 


edge are the best media to devel- 


op a Jewish identity," said the 
rabbi. "The ritual hopefully will 
lead to the meaning. The tradition 
can convey all of the ideals in a 
tangible form. And we need it... 
we need reminders. 
\ 


"We want to give children Hhe 


tools to choose their own Jewish 
lifestyle," he said. "Some will 
take all of it, some only parts." 


After the morning religious ses- 


sion the kindergarteners go home

Schools face 22% enrollment drop 


Enrollment in High School Dist. 214 


is expected to drop 22 per cent within 
eight years 'and school officials are 
considering closing one and possibly 
two schools because of the declining 
enrollment. 


There will be 4,363 fewer students in 


Dist. 214's eight high schools by the 
1983-84 school year, according to a re- 
port Monday night by school adminis- 
trators. 


"We can't wait too long to make de- 


cisions because those' decisions will 
affect procedures and strategies that 
we will employ seven or eight years 
from now," Supt. Edward Gilbert told 
board members in a committee-of-the- 
whole meeting Monday. 


THE BOARD Is now weighing two 


main options. It must first consider 
whether it will maintain' all eight 
schools. If it chooses this option it 
must analyze the cost of maintaining 
the schools at below maximum enroll- 
ment, and consider changes in bound- 
aries that would balance the enroll- 
ment In each school's attendance 
area. 


If the board decided it must close 


one or two schools it must decide 
which schools to close, when they 
would close, what changes in bound- 
aries would be necessary, and estab- 
lish a method for phasing out use of 
the buildings. 


Monday the, board directed the ad- 


ministration to prepare more detailed 
financial and enrollment data and es- 


tablish criteria to use in deciding 
which school may be closed. Gilbert 
said he would report back to the 
board at its meeting next Monday 
when the board will set a date for the 
second committee-of-the-whole meet- 
ing. 


"I don't see any possibility other 


than closing at least one school," said 
board member Jack Mathews Mon- 
day.

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Ford proposes larger tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford asked Congress Monday night to 
extend and broaden this year's tax re- 
ductions to give the average middle- 
class American, family a further tax 
cut of more than $200 next year. 


But the President insisted that ac- 


companying such a tax cut must be 
sharp reductions In federal spending. 
If he gets the tax cut without the 
spending ceiling, Treasury, Sec. Wil- 
liam E. Simon said, Ford will veto the 
tax reduction. 
~0rie of the changes Ford proposed 
would increase the personal ex- 
emption to $1,000 for; taxpayers' and 
their dependents. The exemption now 
is $750 and had been $690 until 1969. 


Over-all," Ford said,-the tax cut he 


was proposing would reduce taxes by. 
$28 billion when compared to what 
was paid last year. Simon said the re- 
duction would amount to $11 billion — 
$8 billion for individuals and $3 billion 
for business.

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School 'running on love9 
Jewish children learn of heritage

Rabbi Michael Myers smiles 


and begins to hum as he walks 
through the door of the classroom. 


Inside the children are singing 


and clapping. As he enters, a few 
jump up to show him their mas- 
tery of a new Hebrew song. 


Together they drink from a cha- 


lice, break bread and sing In cele- 
bration of Shabbat. 


It Is noon hour at the Woodfield 


Jewish Day School and the ritual 
will bo repeated each Friday 
through the school year as the 
kindergarten through second gra->. 
den ore exposed not only to aca- 
demics, but to their age-old heri- 
tage. 


The school, located In Beth Tlk- 


vah Congregation, Hoffman Es- 
tates, is operated >by Associated 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Ortho- 
dox Board of Education. Opened 
the first week in September, It is 
the first and only Jewish paro- 
chial school in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


RABBI MYERS and several 


families In the area sought per- 
mission to start the school be- 
cause they felt the suburban 
1 Jew- 


ish community of more than 1,000 
families was ready for one and 
because they wanted a good Jew- 
ish education for their own chil- 
dren. 


"This school was not started out 


of a dissatisfaction with the public 
schools," Rabbi Myers said. "Wo 
want our children to be respon- 
sible leaders in the Jewish com- 
munity, to bo persons who can 
lead themselves and their families 
In their Jcwishncss. The public 
schools cannot and should not glvo 
our children a sense of their Jew-' 
ish Identity." • 


Enrollment now is very small — 


there arc five children In the first 
and second grade and about nine 
in kindergarten — but the found- 
ers are confident It will grow as it 
becomes more established. 


"We really think we've got a 


good school going here. We've 
•pent the last year researching ' 
what is available not only in reli- 
gious but In academic education," 
said Judy Sherman, a former 
teacher and president of the 
school's parents group. 


Mrs. Sherman, another parent 


who Is a psychologist and Randy 
Share, the first and second grade

teachers, have worked on the cur- 
riculum and the individualized 
format of the school. 


"We believe we have the benefit 


of everything available in arsecu- 
lar grade school. And we can of- 
fer a smaller class size with a bet- 
ter student-teacher ratio," Mrs. 
Sherman said. "Public schools 
cannot possibly give kids the mor- 
al and emotional things that are 
lacking in society. Here we can." 


CHILDREN SPEND the morn- 


ing with Yaffa Guila, a native Is- 
raeli who has taught Hebrew in 
the United States for many years. 
After only several weeks in school 
Ms. Gulla's students were chat- 
tering and singing in their new 
second language occasionally 
looking to her for a forgotten 
word or pronunciation. 


"This is the age for them to 


learn," said Rabbi Myers. "Chil- 
dren really become susceptible to 
language between age 4 and 7.' 


Once they get to that point they 
become visual learners and it is 
more difficult." 


Rabbi Myers, who is principal 


of the school in addition to being 
rabbi of Congregation Or Cha- 
dash, Schaumburg, and principal 
of Woodfield Community Hebrew 
School, spends time each day with 
the children, 'explaining Jewish 
law and ritual. 


"Tradition, ritual and knowl- 


, edge are the best media to devel- 


op a Jewish identity," said the 
rabbi. "The ritual hopefully will 
lead to the meaning. The tradition 
can convey all of the ideals in a 
tangible form. And we need it... 
we need reminders. 


"We want to give children the 


tools to choose their own Jewish 
lifestyle," he said. "Some will 
take all of it, some only parts."

"It will never be cheap. We 


don't know where we're going to 
find the money, but somehow 
we'll do it," Mrs. Sherman said. 
"Right now we're running on love 
more than anything else." 


Although the school Is traditio- 


nalist, children come from re- 
formed, conservative and ortho- 
dox families. 


"The school does not fit into any 


movement," said Rabbi Myers. "I 
do not believe in movements — a 
Jew is a Jew is a Jew. The chil- 
dren here are Jews, they are hu- 
man beings. 


"Our goal is to create for our 


students an ever decreasing de- 
pendence on others for their Jew- 
ishness. The reason people are 
sending their children here is so 
they will know the ways of their 
people and can choose for them- 
selves. We are trying to give them 
confidence and a commitment to 
Judaism."

Pequeno convicted

Israel Pequeno of Palatine was con- 


victed of murder Monday night for the 
1973 shooting of his former girlfriend, 
Sharon Soyka. The jury of eight men 
and four women deliberated two hours 
before returning the verdict. 


Pequeno, 20, of 503 W. Wood St., 


will'bo sentenced Oct. 31 by Judge 
Benjamin S. Mackoff. 


The conviction follows four days of 


testimony about the events of March 
26, 1973, when Pequeno killed the 17- 
year-old girl in her home. 3717 Oriole 
Ln., Rolling Meadows. The defense 
contended that Pequeno, who said he 
did not recall the crime although he 
confessed to a high school counselor 
an hour after the shooting, was tem- 
porarily Insane. 


The jury was given three options by 


Mackoff — to deliver a guilty verdict 
on the murder charge, not guilty or 


not guilty by reason of temporary in- 
sanity.

months after-the shooting. He esti- 
mated he spoke with the defendant for 
a total of 4% hours In the three ses- 
sions and concluded that Fequeno did 
not know what he was doing at the 
time of the murder.

Pequeno testified last week that he 


argued with Miss Soyka the day of the 
shooting about "getting back 'togeth- 
er," saying he would kill himself if 
she "didn't come back" right then.

Miss Soyka 
broke off the relationship in 1972, 
shortly after she became pregnant by 
Pequeno and later had an abortion.

Referring to terms 
used in the legal definition of insanity 
which Judge Mackoff gave to the 
jury, Insanity is the result of mental 
disease or defect that prevents a per- 
son from appreciating the criminality 
of his conduct or act within the law. 


D E F E N S E ATTORNEY Joseph 


Lascaro said In his closing statements 
that Pequeno "blacked out" when he 
shot Miss Soyka because of emotions 
that had* been building up over the 
previous year. 


Pequeno was depressed, the defense 


attorney said, about the girl's abor- 
tion and about a suicide attempt by 
his father a few months prior to the 
murder. 


"This is a boy who still loved this 


girl. He loved her and he wanted her 
back. For that brief instant with Sha- 
ron his mind was stretched as far as 
it could go and it snapped," he said. 


The state's attorney said, however, 


that Pequeno killed Miss Soyka out of 
jealousy and frustration. 


Standing over Pequeno, who sat. 


with his eyes down as he had through- 
out the trial, state's attorney Mauet 
pointed at him and said, "What we 
have in this case is a man hanging his 
head as well he should." 


"This is a man who made the con- 


scious volitional,-Intentional choice of 
taking a gun out of his belt and killing 
Sharon Soyka. If he can't have, ain't 
nobody else gonna have her. That's 
why he killed her, we charged."

53 and 
Northwest Highway intersection, Pal- 
atine. The MSD is in the process of 
buying the lake and surrounding prop- 
erty for flood retention as part of the 
upper Salt Creek Watershed Project. 


MSD 
REPRESENTATIVES said 


they cannot approve the park district's 
project or assure a timetable for com- 
pletion of the facility until it has final- 
ized the purchase of the property 
which could take more than a year, 
Kessler said. 


Park board Pros. Henry Diehl said , 


the board is being "forced to seek al- 
ternate sites" because the time-frame 
for constructing the project "could ex- 
tend beyond what we had antici- 
pated." 


Park officials have proposed a 


$918,000 general obligation bond issue 
in November to finance the pool 
and tennis complex. Approval would 
permit construction to begin in the 
spring. 


Wayne Benjamin, a bond consultant 


who attended the meeting, recom- 
mended the referendum not be held 
until the park district has a definite 
construction timetable. 


BENJAMIN SAID he would not be 


able to indicate the cost of the refer- 
endum to the average taxpayer until 
an Oct. 13 park board meeting. 


Park board members planned to 


discuss potential sites at the meeting. 
The investigation of alternative sites 
might encourage the MSD to speed up 
purchase of the Lake Irene site, just 
north of 111. Rte. 53 and the Northwest 
Highway interchange, park board 
members said. 


Park officials said they still plan to 


hold the referendum in the near fu- 
ture but would not say if it would be 
conducted this year.

Ford proposes larger tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford asked Congress Monday night to 
extend and broaden this year's tax re- 
ductions to give the average middle- 
class American family a further tax 
cut of more than $200 next year. 


But the President insisted that ac- 


companying such a tax cut must be 
sharp reductions in federal spending. 
If he gets, the tax cut without the 
spending ceiling, Treasury Sec. Wil- 
Mlam E. Simon said, Ford will veto the 
tax reduction. 


One of the changes Ford proposed 


would .Increase the personal ex- 
emption' to $1,000 for taxpayers and 
their dependents. The exemption now 
is $750 and had been $650 until 1969. 


Over-all, For'd said, the tax'cut he 


was proposing would reduce taxes by 
$28 billion when'compared to what 
was paid last year. Simon said the re- 
duction would amount to $11'billion — 
$8 billion for individuals and $3 billion 
for business. 


FORD SAID his proposals would help 


stabilize the economy. Simon said' it 


• would "help sustain the current eco- 


'nomic advance" which "is well under 
way." He brushed aside the sugges- 
tion that the tax-cuts were designed to 
prevent economic fallbacks in a presi- 
dential election year. 
^ 


In a radio and television address 


which two of the three commercial 
television networks declined to carry 
live, Ford said he wanted not only to 
,glve Americans < more spendable in- 
come but to curtail the "alarming 
growth" in government outlays, which 
he said would drive the federal budget 
in the fiscal year which starts-"Oct. 1, 
'1976, to $420 billion. 


Ford said he would insist Congress 


cut $28 billion .from that total as his 
condition for accepting a tax cut.' 


But Congress may not give him 


such an easy choice. It could pass the 
tax cut bill before taking up a spend- 
ing'ceiling, forcing him to act on. the 
tax cut without knowing whether-the 
spending cuts will follow. ' 


REP. AL ULLMAN, D-Ore., chair- 


man of the tax-writing House Ways 
and Means Committee, called-Ford's 
proposal to tie tax cuts and spending 


limits together a "mirage." 


"There is no way we can enact a 


tax based on a spending celling," Ul- 
man said. "He's offering something 
that really is a mirage, because he 
has not proposed any specific cuts ... 
There is no way you can cut a budget 
by $28 billion'without "severe dis- 


locations in the economy." 


"We imist recognize that cutting 


taxes is only half the answer," Ford 
said. "If we cut only taxes, but do not 


, cut the growth of government spend- 


ing, budget deficits will continue to 
climb, the federal government will

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School 'running on love* 
Jewish children learn of heritage

Rabbi Michael Myers • smiles 


«nd begins to hum as he walks 
through the door of the classroom. 


Inside the children are singing 


and clapping. As ho enters, a few 
jump up to show him their mas- 
tery of a new Hebrew song. 


Together they drink from a cha- 


lice, break bread and sing In cele- 
bration of Shabbat. 


It Is noon hour at the Woodflcld 


Jewish Day School and the ritual 
will be repeated each Friday 
through the school year as the 
kindergarten through second gra- 
ders are exposed not only to aca- 
demics, but to their ago-old heri- 
tage. 


The school, located In Beth Tlk- 


vah Congregation, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Is operated by Associated 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Ortho- , 
dox Board of Education. Opened 
the first week in September, It Is 
the first and only Jewish paro- 
chial school In the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 
V 


RABBI MYERS and . several 


families In the area sought per- 
mission to start the school be- 
cause they felt the suburban Jew- 
ish community of more than 1,000 
families was ready for one and 
because they wanted a good Jew- 
ish education for their own chil- 
dren. 


"This school was not started out 


of a dissatisfaction with the public 
schools," Rabbi Myers said. "We 
want our children to .be respon- 
sible leaders in tho Jewish com- 
munity, to be persons who can 
lead themselves and their families 
In their Jcwlshncss. Tho public 
schools cannot and should not give 
our children a sense of their Jew- 
ish identity." 


Enrollment now Is very small — 


there are five children in the first • 
and second -grade and about nine 
in kindergarten — but the found- 
ers are confident it will grow as it 
becomes more established. 


"We really think we've got a 


good school going here. We've 
spent tho last year researching 
what is available not only in reli- 
gious but in academic education," 
said Judy Shjcrman, a former 
teacher and • president- or the 
school's parents group. ' :' 


Mrs. Sherman, another parent 


who Is a psychologist and Randy 
Share, the first and second grade 


teachers, have worked on the cur- 
riculum and the Individualized 
format of the school. 


"We believe we have the benefit 


of everything available in a secu- 
lar grade school. And we can of- 
fer a smaller class size with a bet- 
ter student-teacher ratio," Mrs. 
Sherman said. "Public schools 
cannot possibly give kids the mor- 
al and emotional things that-are 
lacking in society. Here we can." 


CHILDREN SPEND the morn- 


ing with Yaffa Guila, a native Is- 
raeli who has taught Hebrew in 
the United States for many years. 
, After only several weeks in school 
Ms. Gulla's students were chat- 
' tering and singing in their new 
second language occasionally 
looking to her for a forgotten 
word or, pronunciation. 


"This is the age for them to 


learn," said Rabbi Myers. "Chil- 
dren really become susceptible to 
language between age 4 and 7. 


Once they get to that point they 
become visual learners and It is 
more difficult." 


Rabbi Myers, who is principal 


of the school in addition to being 
rabbi of Congregation Or Cha- 
dash, Schaumburg, and principal 
of Woodfield Community Hebrew 
School, spends time each day with 
the children, explaining Jewish 
law and ritual. 


"Tradition, ritual and knowl- 


edge are the best media to devel- 


op a Jewish identity,"-said the 
rabbi. "The ritual hopefully will 
lead to the meaning. The tradition 
can convey all of the ideals in a 
tangible form. And we need it... 
we need reminders. 


"We want to give children the 


tools to choose their own Jewish 
lifestyle," he said. "Some will 
take all of it, some only parts." 


After the morning religious ses- 


sion the kindergarteners go home

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Sentencing Oct. 31 
Pequeno convicted 
of girl's murder

Israel Pcqucno of Palatine was con- 


victed of murder Monday night for the 
1973 shooting of his former girlfriend, 
Sharon Soyka. The jury of eight men 
and four women deliberated two hours 
before returning the verdict. 


Pcqucno, 20, of 503 W. Wood St., 


will bo sentenced Oct. 31 by Judge 
Benjamin S. Mackoff. 


The conviction follows four days of 


testimony about the events of March 
28. 1973, when Pcqucno killed the 17- 
year-old girl in her home, 3717 Oriole 
Ln., Rolling Meadows. The, defense 
contended that Pcqucno, who said he 
did not recall the crime although he 
confessed to a high school counselor 
an hour after the shooting, was tem- 
porarily insane. 


The jury was given three options by 


Mnckoff — to deliver a guilty verdict 
on the murder charge, not guilty or 


not guilty by reason of temporary in- 
sanity. 


THE MAXIMUM sentence is life im- 


prisonment; the minimum is 14 years. 


Final testimony Monday centered 


on conflicting psychiatric opinions 
about Pcqucno's sanity, when he took 
a .38-caliber revolver from his belt 
and shot Miss Soyka six times in the 
chest as she stood in the kitchen-of 
her home.

Salt Creek parks to seek 
alternate site for complex 


The Snlt Creek Rural Park Board 


Monday night said It would begin 
seeking alternative sites for a pro- 
posed pool and tennis complex while 
continuing to plan n referendum on 
the facility.

MSD 
REPRESENTATIVES said 


they cannot approve the park district's 
project or assure a timetable for com- 
pletion of the facility until it has final- 
ized the purchase of the property 
which could take more than a year, 
Kcsslcr said. 


Park board Prcs. Henry Dichl said 


the board Is being "forced to seek al- 
ternate sites" because the time-frame 
for constructing the project "could ex- 
tend beyond what we had antici- 
pated." 


Park officials have proposed a 


$918,000 general obligation bond issue 
In November to finance the pool 
and tennis complex. Approval would 
permit construction to begin in the 
spring. 


Wayne Benjamin, a bond consultant 


who attended the meeting, recom- 
mended the referendum not be held 
until the park district has a definite 
construction timetable. 


BENJAMIN SAID he would not be 


able to indicate the cost of the refer- 
endum to the average taxpayer until 
an Oct. 13 park board meeting. 


Park board members planned to

person by Dr. Robert Reifman, court- 
appointed psychiatrist and assistant 
clinical director of the Psychiatric In- 
stitute of Cook County. 


"My opinion is that he was not suf- 


fering from any disease or defect" 
Reifman said. Referring to terms 
used In the legal definition of insanity 
which Judge Mackoff gave to the 
jury, Insanity is the result of mental 
disease or defect that prevents a per- 
son from appreciating the criminality 
of his conduct or act within the law. 


D E F E N S E ATTORNEY Joseph 


Lascaro said in his closing statements 
that Pequeno "blacked out" when he 
shot Miss Soyka because of emotions 
that had been building up over the 
previous year. 


Pequeno was depressed, the defense 


attorney said, about the girl's abor- 
tion and about n suicide attempt by 
his father a few months prior to the 
murder. 


"This is a boy who still loved this 


girl. He loved her and he wanted her 
back. For that brief instant with Sha- 
ron his mind was stretched as far as 
it could go and it snapped," he said. 


The state's attorney said, however, 


that Pequeno killed Miss Soyka out of 
jealousy and frustration. 


Standing over Pequeno, who sat

Sharon Soyka. If he can't have, ain't 
nobody else gonna have her.

Ford proposes larger tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford asked Congress Monday, night to 
extend and broaden this year's tax re- 
.ductions to give the average middle- 
class American family a further tax 
cut of more than $200 next year. - . 


But the President insisted that ac- 


i companying such a tax cut must be 


sharp reductions in federal spending. 
If he gets the tax cut without the 
spending', celling, Treasury'Sec. Wil- 
liam E. Simon said, Ford will veto the 
tax reduction. 
• 


One of the changes Ford proposed 


would increase the personal ex- 
emption to $1,000 for taxpayers and 
their dependents. The exemption now 
is $750 and had been $650 until 1969. 
\ Over-all, Ford said, the tax cut he 
was proposing'would reduce taxes by 
$28 billion when compared to what 
was paid last year. Simon said the re-, 
ductlon would amount to $11 billion — ' 
$8 billion for individuals and.$3 billion 
for business.

' 
FORD SAID his proposals would help 


stabilize the economy. Simon said it 
would "help sustain the current eco- 


nomic advance" which "is well under 
way." He brushed .aside the sugges- 
tion that the tax cuts were designed to 


• prevent economic fallbacks in a presi- 
dential election year. 


In a radio and television address 


which two of the three commercial 
television networks declined to carry 
live, Ford said he wanted not only to 
give Americans more spendable in- 
come but to curtail the "alarming 
growth" in government outlays, which 
he said would drive the federal budget 
in the fiscal year which starts ,0ct. 1, 
1976, to $420 billion. 


Ford said he would Insist Congress 


cut $28 billion from that total as his 
condition for accepting a tax cut. 


But Congress may not gjve him 


such an easy-choice. It could pass the- 
tax cut bill before taking up a spend- 
ing ceiling, forcing him to,act on the,' 
tax cut without, knowing whether the ' 
spending cuts will follow. 


REP. AL ULLMAN, D-Ore., chair- 


man of the 'tax-writing House Ways . 
and Means Committee, -called Ford's 
proposal to tie tax cuts and spending 


limits together a "mirage." 


"There is no way we can enact a 


tax based on a spending ceiling," Ul- 
man said. "He's offering something 
that really is a mirage, because he 
has not proposed any specific cuts ... 
There-is no way you can cut a'budget 
by $28 billion without .severe dis- 


locations in the economy."

"We must recognize that cutting 


taxes is only lialf the answer," Ford 
said. "If we cut only taxes, but do not 
cut the growth of government spend- 
ing,- budget deficits will continue to 
climb, the federal government will

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School 'running on love9 
Jewish children learn of heritage

Rubbl Michael Myers smiles 


and begins to hum as he walks 
through the door of the classroom. 


Inside the children are singing 


and clapping. As he enters, a few 
jump up to show him their mas- 
tery of a new Hebrew song. 


Together they drink from a cha- 


lice, break bread and sing in cele- 
bration of Shabbat. , 


It Is noon hour at the Woodfield 


Jewish Day School and the ritual 
will be repeated each Friday 
through the school year as the 
kindergarten through second gra- 
ders arc exposed not only to aca- 
demics, but to their ago-old heri- 
tage. 


The school, located In Beth Tlk- 


vah Congregation, Hoffman Es- 
tates, Is operated by Associated 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Ortho- 
dox Board of Education. Opened 
the first week in September, it Is 
tho first and only Jewish-paro- 
chial school In the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


IUDBI MYERS and several 


families In the area sought per- 
mission to start the school be- 
cause they felt the suburban Jew- 
ish community of more than 1,000 
families was ready for one and 
because they wanted a good Jew- 
ish education for their own chil-, 
dren. 
? 


"This school was not started out 


of a dissatisfaction with the public 
schools." Rabbi Myers said. "We 
want our children to be respon- 
sible leaders In the Jewish com- 
munity, to be persons who can 
lead themselves and their families 
In their Jewlshncss. The public 
schools cannot and should not give 
our children a sense of their Jew- 
ish identity." 


Enrollment now is very small — 


there arc five children In the first 
and second grade and about nine 
in kindergarten — but the found- 
ers arc confident It will grow as it 
becomes more established. 


"We really think we've got a 


good school going here. We've 
spent tho last year researching 
what Is available not only In reli- 
gious but in academic education," 
said Judy Sherman, a former 
teacher and president of the 
school's parents group. 


Mrs. Sherman, another parent 


who Is a psychologist and Randy 
Share, the first and second grade 


teachers, have worked on the cur- 
riculum and the individualized 
format of the school. 


"We believe we have the benefit 


of everything available in a secu- 
lar grade schooL And we can of- 
fer a smaller class size with a bet- 
ter student-teacher ratio," Mrs. 
Sherman said. "Public schools 
cannot possibly give kids the mor- 
al and emotional things that are 
lacking in society. Here we can." 


CHILDREN SPEND the morn- 


ing with Yaffa Guila, a native Is- 
raeli who has taught Hebrew in 
the United States for many years. 
After, only several weeks in school 
Ms. Guila's students were chat- 
tering and singing in their new 
s e c o n d language occasionally 
looking to her for a forgotten 
word or pronunciation. 


"This is the age for them to 


learn," said Rabbi Myers. "Chil- 
dren really become susceptible to 
language between age 4 and 7. 


Once they get to that point they 
become visual learners and it is 
more difficult." 


Rabbi Myers, who is principal 


of the school In addition to being 
rabbi of Congregation Or Cha- 
dnsh, Schaumburg, and principal 
of Woodfield Community Hebrew 
School, spends time each day with 
the children, explaining Jewish 
law and ritual. 


"Tradition, ritual and knowl- 


edge are the best media to devel- 


op a Jewish identity," said the 
rabbi. "The ritual hopefully will 
lead to the meaning. The tradition 
can convey all of the ideals in a 
tangible form. And we need it... 
we need reminders. 


"We want to give children the 


tools to choose their own Jewish 
lifestyle," he said. "Some will 
take all of it, some only parts." 


After the morning religious ses- 


sion the kindergarteners go home

Tuition at the school is $400 for 


kindergarten and $750 for first 
and second grade. Additional 
grades will be added as the need 
arises. 


"It will never be cheap. We 


don't know where we're going to 
find the money, but somehow 
we'll do it," Mrs. Sherman said. 
"Right now we're running on love 
more than anything else." 


Although the school is traditio- 


nalist, children come from re- 
formed, conservative and ortho- 
dox families. 


"The school does not fit into any 


movement," said Rabbi Myers. "I 
do not believe in movements — a 
Jew is a Jew is a Jew. The chil- 
dren here are Jews, they ore hu- 
man beings. 


"Our goal is to create for our 


students an ever decreasing de- 
pendence on others for their Jew- 
ishness. The reason people are 
sending their children here is so 
they will know the ways of their 
people and can choose for them- 
selves.

Schools face 2 2% enrollment drop 


Enrollment In High School Dlst. 214 


is expected to drop 22 per cent within 
eight years and school officials arc 
considering closing one and possibly 
two schools because of the declining 
enrollment. 


There will be 4,363 fewer students in 


Dlst. 214's eight high schools by the 
1983-84 school year, according to a re- 
port Monday night by school adminis- 
trators. 


"We can't wait too long to make de- 


cisions because those decisions will 


affect procedures and strategies that 
we will employ seven or eight years 
from now,", Supt. Edward Gilbert told 
board members in a commlttcc-of-thc- 
whole meeting Monday. 


THE BOARD is now weighing two 


main options. It must first consider 
whether it wilt maintain all eight 
schools. If It chooses this option it 
must analyze the cost of maintaining 
the schools at below maximum enroll- 
ment, and consider changes in bound- 
aries that would balance the enroll- 


ment in each school's attendance 
area. 


If the board decided it must close 


one or two schools it must decide 
which schools to close, when they 
would close, what changes in bound- 
aries would be necessary, and estab- 
lish a method for phasing out use of 
the buildings. 


Monday the board directed the ad- 


ministration to prepare more detailed 
financial and enrollment data and es- 
tablish criteria to use in deciding

County zoning maps that would al- 


low apartment development on part of 
the Rob Roy Golf Course were pro- 
posed Monday. 


The Wheeling Township maps, pro- 


nosed by a consultant to the County 
Zoning Board would allow devel- 
opment of the central portion of the 
property with a mixture of apart- 
ments and single-family houses — a 
total of B.7 dwelling units per acre. 


Rolf C. Campbell, the county con- 


sultant who prepared 
the zoning 


maps, said the adoption of the zoning 
would allow Kenroy Inc. to develop 
the same multiple family zoning proj- 
ect for which zoning xvas refused in 
Mount Prospect earlier this year. 


Campbell pointed out the property 


owner would have to agree to leave 
the 18-hole golf course on the cast and 
west sides of the property for public 
open space. 


THE ZONING MAP states the golf 


course area will be given P-2 public 
use zoning under the new county ordi- 
nance. 


Even if the county board adopted 


the maps with the zoning as shown, 
the property owner would have to get 
a special use permit from the County 
Board before the apartments could be 
built. 


Campbell said the letter from the 


owner would be required, stating a 
request for both perpetual P-2 zoning 
and multiple family zoning in the 
middle portion of the property before 
he would recommend that the zoning 
change be added to the county's final 
version of the maps. 


Controversy over development of 


the 200-acre Rob Roy site north of Eu- 
clid Avenue and west of Wolf Road 


has prompted organized opposition by 
residents of Mount Prospect 
and 


Prospect Heights.

26 will consider recognizing the 
4-month-oId River Trails Custodial 
and Maintenance Assn. today at 8 
p.m. 


The custodial union, an affiliate of 


the Illinois Education Assn., was 
formed last May by 14 of the district's 
18 custodians to bargain collectively 
for higher salaries and fringe benefits 
from the district, said Frank Ver- 
dung, spokesman for the group. 


When the group was formed in May, 


Verdung said, an impromptu survey 
of custodians in nine neighboring 
school districts showed that Dist. 26 
custodians received up to $900 less per 
year in salary. 


The school board passed a 6.5 per

Ford proposes larger tax cuts 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford asked Congress Monday night .to 
extend and broaden this year's tax re- 
ductions to give the average middle-' 
class American family a further tax 
cut of more than $200 next year. 


But the President insisted.that ac- 


companying such a tax' cut must be 
sharp reductions in federal spending. 
If he gets the tax cut without the 
spending ceiling, Treasury Sec. Wil- 
liam E. Simon said,' Ford will veto the 
tax reduction. 


One of the changes Ford proposed 


would increase the personal 
ex- 


emption to $1,000 for taxpayers and 
their dependents. 'The exemption now 
is $750 and had been $650 untiU969. 


Over-all, Ford said,' the tax cut he 


was proposing would Deduce'taxes by 
$28 billion when compared to what 
was paid last year. Simon said the re- 
duction would amount to $11 billion — 
$8 billion for individuals and $3 billion 
for business. 


FORD SAID his proposals would help 


' stabilize the economy. -Simon said H 
would "help sustain the current eco- 


nomic advance" which '.'is well under 
way." He brushed aside the sugges- 
tion that the tax cuts were designed to 
prevent economic fallbacks in a presi- 
dential election year. 


In a radio and television-, address 


which two-of the three commercial 
television-networks declined to carry 
live, Ford said he wanted not only to 
give Americans more spendable in- 
come but to curtail the ''alarming' 
growth" In government outlays, which 
he said would drive the federal budget 
in the fiscal year which starts Oct. 1, 
1976, to $420 billion. 


*• 


Ford said he would insist/Congress 


cut $28 billion from that total as his 
condition for accepting a tax cut. 


But Congress may not give him. 


such an easy choice. It1 could pass the 
tax cut bill before taking up a spend- 
ing ceiling, forcing* him to act on the 
tax cut without knowing whether the 
spending cuts will follow. 


REP. AL ULLMAN, D-Ore., chair- 


man of the tax-writing House Ways 
and Means Committee, called Ford's 
proposal to tie tax cuts and spending 


limits together a "mirage." 


"There is no way we can enact a 


tax based on a spending ceiling," Ul- 
man said. "He's offering something 
that really is a mirage, because he 
has not proposed any specific cuts ... 
There is no way you can cut a budget 
by $28 billion without severe dis- 


locations in the economy." 


"We must recognize that cutting 


taxes is only half the answer,"-Ford 
said. "If we cut only taxes, but do not 
cut the growth of government spend- 
ing, budget deficits will continue to 
climb, the federal government'will

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School 'running on 
Jewish

Rabbi Michael Myers smiles 


and begins to hum as he walks 
through the door of the classroom. 


Inside the children are singing 


and clapping. As ho enters, a few 
jump up to show him their mas- 
tery of a new Hebrew song. 


Together they drink from a cha- 


lice, break bread and sing In cele- 
bration of Shabbat. 
• It is.noon hour at the Woodficld 
Jewish Day School and the ritual 
will be repeated each' Friday 
through the school year as the 
kindergarten through second gra- 
ders are exposed not only to aca- 
demics, but to their ago-old heri- 
tage. 


The school, located In Beth Tik- 


vah Congregation; Hoffman Es- 
tates, is operated by Associated 
Talmud Torah, the Jewish Ortho- 
dox Board of Education. Opened 
the first week In September, It is 
the first and only Jewish paro- 
chial school In the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


RABBI MYERS and several 


families In the area sought per- 
mission to start -the school be- 
cause they felt the suburban Jew- 
ish community of more than 1,000 
families was ready for one and 
because they wanted a good Jew- 
ish education for their own chil- 
dren. 


"This school was not started out 


of a dissatisfaction with the public 
schools," Rabbi Myers said. "We 
want our children to be respon- 
sible leaders in the Jewish com- 
munity, to be persons who can 
lead themselves and their families 
In their Jcwlshncss. The public 
schools cannot and should not give 
our children a sense of their Jew- 
ish Identity." 


Enrollment now is very small — 


there are five children in the first 
and second grade and about nine 
In kindergarten — but the found- 
ers are confident it will grow as it. 
becomes more established. '. > 


"Wo really think we've got a 


good school going here. We've 
spent the last year researching 
what Is available not only in reli- 
gious but in academic education," 
said Judy Sh'erman, a former 
teacher and president, ot. the 
school's parents group. ' 


Mrs. Sherman, another parent 


who Is a psychologist and'Randy 
Share, the first and second grade 


teachers, have worked on the cur- 
riculum and the individualized 
format of the school. 


"We believe we have the benefit 


of everything available in a secu- 
lar grade school. And we can of- 
fer a smaller class size with a bet- 
ter student-teacher > ratio," Mrs. 
Sherman said. ""Public schools 
cannot possibly give, kids the mor- 
al and emotional things-that are 
lacking in society. Here we can." , 


CHILDREN SPEND 'the morn- 


Ing with Taffa Guila, a native Is- 
raeli who has taught Hebrew in 
the United States for many years. 
After only several weeks in school 
Ms. Guila's students were chat- 
tering and singing in their: new 
second language occasionally 
looking to her for a forgotten

'(This is the age for them to 


learn," said Rabbi Myers. "Chil- 
dren really become susceptible to 
language between age 4 and 7. 


Once they get to that point they 
become visual learners and it is 
more difficult." 


Rabbi Myers, who is principal 


of the school in addition to being 
rabbi of Congregation Or Cha- 
dash, Schaumburg, and principal 
of Woodfield Community Hebrew 
School, spends time each day with 
the children, explaining'Jewish 
law and ritual. 


"Tradition, ritual and knowl- 


edge are the best media to devel- 


op a Jewish Identity," said the 
rabbi. "The ritual hopefully' will 
lead to the meaning. The tradition 
can convey all of the ideals in a 
tangible form. And we need it... 
we need reminders. 


"We want to give children the 


tools to choose their own Jewish 
lifestyle," . he said. "Some will 
take all of It, some only parts."

Fifty-three reproductions of the 


original bell were cast in France and 
distributed by the U.S. Treasury De- 
partment to each of the state and 
American territories in 1950. They 
served as symbols in a campaign to 
sell United States Savings Bonds. 


MOUNTED ON trucks painted red, 


white and blue, the bells toured the 
nation to promote fiscal independence. 
Each of the states was permitted to 
keep the bells after the tour. 


For almost 25 years, the Illinois 


replica lay abandoned at the state 
fairgrounds in Springfield. Hewlett lo- 
cated the bell this year and put it on 
the road again as part of the Bicen- 
tennial celebration. 


Everyone observing the bell during 


its statewide tour will be' invited to 
write their names on a sheet of paper, • 
which will be buried in a time capsule 
underneath the bell when it is 
mounted permanently in the state 
Capitol. 


The time capsule will be reopened 


on America's 300th birthday in 2,076. 
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
